

Plans formulated to rebuild from ashes 


Exciting plans for rebuilding the downtown 
area destroyed by fire Dec. 6 were outlined this 
week by architect Don Watts who has submitted 
plans at the request of the four owners of the 
buildings. 

Several alternatives were presented, including 
one which would provide a European type of court¬ 
yard surrounded by shops with a meandering side¬ 
walk leading off Sierra Madre Blvd. to a central 
court. 

Both the sidewalk and court would be surround¬ 
ed by shops, and the courtyard itself might include 
a konditori and refreshment area, as well as a foun¬ 
tain. 

Underground parking would provide spaces for 
24 or 25 additional cars and possible second stories 
could accommodate a number of offices for non-

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retail businesses. 

Watts noted that the previous store fronts 
ranged from 14- to 28-toot widths and 100-foot 
depths. The courtyard configuration, by comparison, 
would afford a total of 300 linear feet of front¬ 
age, versus the previous approximately 70 feet, with 
far more practical depths of around 25 feet. 

The five businesses could easily be expanded to 
seven or eight. 

This plan. Watts feels, makes the most sense, 
from a long-range v.coin'niic point of view, as 
well as practicality. It also would lit into what the 
city is hoping to accomplish in enhancement of the 
downtown area. 

The project would cost around $l'/4 million; 
however, the city Community Redevelopment 
Agency (CRA) participation would probably be 


Benefit for fire 
victims Jan. 7 

Sierra Madreans are rallying to the aid_jof 
the displaced business and merchants who lost most 
or all of their merchandise to the Dec. 6 fire, which 
took place in the midst of the holiday shopping 
season, normally the period that means the dif¬ 
ference between profit and loss for the year. 

The value of the mostly uninsured merchandise 
ranged from around $10,000 to over S100,(XK). 

Contributions to the Merchants Relief Fund 
have been pouring in (see story elsewhere in this issue 
of The News), and a gala benefit is being organized 
to be held Sunday, Jan. 7 at I.a Salle High School 
which offered its facilities free-of-charge for the 
event. 

The reception room at La Salle accommodates 
600 people and the organizers of the event hope 
it will be filled. 

Contributions of hors d’oeuvres for the occasion 
have been received from Howie’s Ranch Market, 
Restaurant Lozano, the Only Place in Town and the 
Woman’s Club. 

Two prints by the renowned artist Igor de 
Kansky, rare cymbidium plants from the collections 
of Victor Daniels and Jerry Wilwerding, plus a 
number of gift items from various businesses and 
organizations have been cor ributed to date for op 
portunities. 

All paper goods are being donated by the Paper 
Palace. 

Jim Hiigel of Domino’s Pizza and Brooke Brow n 
of Village Realty are taking responsibility for ob 
taining music for the evening, contributing the cost, 
and The Sierra Madre News and Jan Maddox will be 
responsible for publicity and mailings. 

A number of organizations will be participating 
in the event, demonstrating the typical small-town 
credo of helping neighbors in need, one of the trea¬ 
sured traditions of Sierra Madre. Anyone who wishes 
to help should call The News at 355-3324.

Fire relief fund 
by merchants 

Sierra Madreans continue to offer help and 
money to their less fortunate neighbors, the business 
people who were “burned out” in the unfortunate 
Dec. 6 fire that swept through five businesses in 
downtown Sierra Madre. 

Jerry Meyer of Paper Palace and Billy Sullivan 
of The Bottle Shop have coordinated a fund¬ 
raising drive which they have titled Sierra Madre 
Downtown Merchants’ Fire Relief Fund and so far 
$5709 has been collected. 

Sanwa Bank, with Liz Even as manager, is col¬ 
lecting the money free-of-charge. 

According to Beverly Artinian, who is in charge 
of that account, donors so far include both 
Meyer and Sullivan, R/C Modeler C'orp., Sails and 
Don Dewey, La Salk High School, Cknelle Nichol¬ 
son, Harry and Irene Jackson, Shelby Pope, an out-

icuuiicd to help in the financing, he said. 

1 he other option would be to rebuild as is, 
with the buildings and frontages remaining in their 
cuiiciit locations, which would cost somewhere in 
thcoidei of S750,()(X). 

t unent state requirements, however, would 
present, a number of problems not easily met with 
Ibis option. Provision of fire walls and separate 
builuings would additionally cut down already exceed¬ 
ingly narrow frontage widths. 

\ ariations for the “as is” concept could include 
second siorics, underground parking and/or nego¬ 
tiated additirmal spaces in the city-owned portion of 
Mai iiiosa Parking Lot. 

•No matter which option the owners take, it is 
gi'iiig to be a great improvement on what was there 
before.” W atts stated, adding, “If the city could 
help, it would be a strong motivating source of need¬ 
ed I iiiancial aid.” 

Helen Llliott, owner of the building which 
houses her Spinning Wheel business, stated that she 
fiuois the courtyard option, underground parking 
,ind second stories. 

The buildings of three of the owners, Elliott, 
Berge Yeghiaian and Fred Crockett, were totally 
dcjnwvyed and they have no choice but to rebuild. 
The fourth, housing Happy’s Wines & Spirits, was 
only damaged and would not require rebuilding. 

Elliott pointed out that the rebuilding plans 
could be enormously more flexible and effective if 


the Happy’s owners were to participate, but she 
would understand if they were unwilling, since it is 
not necessary to do so. 

She hopes the rebuilding can be accomplished 
in six to nine months and, at the utmost, no more 
than 12 months. The city has promised to cooper¬ 
ate by expediting such delay-causing items as plan 
checks, etc. 

Elliott plans to reopen the Spinning Wheel, 
despite the loss of over $1(X),000 in largely un¬ 
insured merchandise. 

Tracy Miller, whose family owns the Happy’s 
building, says they are open to ideas and have not 
yet decided whether they wish to be included in ma¬ 
jor rebuilding or not. Their insurance will replace 
the damaged wall which had been a common wall 
with the building to the west, he stated. 

In fact, all six stores, which have four dif¬ 
ferent building owners, were, in effect, one build¬ 
ing which had common walls and open attic. 

Watts stated that everything in the courtyard 
concept could just about be doubled if the owners 
of the Happy’s building and adjacent parking lot to 
the east decide to join the venture. 

“For example, parking could be provided for 
about 48 cars, instead of 24, and some 6(X) linear 
feel of frontage could be offered, instead of some 
3(X). The central court could also be correspondingly 
enlarged,” he stated.

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Christmas is a time filled with traditions.

It is a holiday based on a story, and though, 
as a chid, much of Christmas was outside of my 
religious heritage, stories never were. So, many 
years ago I discovered two stories that became 
for me a Christmas tradition. No, they were not 
the ones usually thought of: Dickens’ “Christ¬ 
mas Carol,” or “The Nutcracker,” or even the 
early chapters of Matthew and Luke. 
Not that these aren’t a part of my Christmas 
now; they are, but when the season rolls 
around, these are my special two stories that I 
search out as the Wisemen sought the Child. 

One is O’Henry’s “The Gift of the 
Magi.” It is probably the most popularized of 
all O’Henry’s great stories, a master storyteller 
known for his ironic endings. It, perhaps, is 
one of the simplist and truest love stories 
ever written. Della and Jim are a young couple 
who find at Christmas they haven’t enough 
money to buy each other a decent present, so 
they each decide to sacrifice, unbeknownst to 
the other, their most valuable possession in or¬ 
der to buy a gift worthy of each other. Well, 
if you know this story, you know the irony 
and how the story got its title. If you don’t 
know it, it’s time to make it a tradition. 

The other story 1 read for Christmas is 
called “A Christmas Memory,” written by Tru¬ 
man Capote in his early years. Those years are 
when he wrote with all his Southern senti¬ 
mental heart. His language sings and his love is 
true as he tells his autobiographical tale of him¬ 
self, age 7, and his eccentric, 60-something 
cousin as they wake up to “fruitcake weather” 
and the adventures encountered carrying out 
their Christmas traditions with touching 
simplicity and faith. 

Part of my tradition is to share these 
stories with others, this Christmas — book 
lovers I share them with you. And if you 
have your own Christmas stories and memories, 

I encourage you to take them down from the 
shelf another year and celebrate the wonder of 
a story well-told.

questions and assist in creating consolidation 
packages. 

If the necessary expertise is not locally 
available. Main Street, the city’s Community 
Redevelopment Agency (CRA) or a group of 
interested property owners could contract for 
the services. A basic fact behind the general 
proposal is that our downtown is predominately 
composed of a large number of narrow, small 
square footage lots with old structures that do 
not accommodate the needs of the retailers 
we’re interested in attracting. 

It appears a prerequisite to new, growth- 
oriented retailers moving into downtown will 
be the availability of sufficiently sized buildings. 
Either consolidation of current ownerships by 
existing owners or the sale of properties to a 
second or third party are realistic alternatives 
available. 

Downtown property ownership is a complex 
situation, including: independent investors 
(some own property only, others own/operate 
business on site), family trusts (some locally 
managed, some managed by area financial in¬ 
stitutions, some under absentee management), 
absentee owners (some former local business 
people with a continuing interest in the com¬ 
munity, some holding the property purely as an 
investment with no particular interest in down¬ 
town), church-owned and some owned by the 
city of Sierra Madre. 

Obviously, the interests of this diverse 
group differ as do the bottom line needs. There 
is no overwhelming motivation for the desires 
of one to be positively shared by another.

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Fee increases go into 
effect on Jan. 1,1990 

Fee increases for 138 city services will go into 
effect Jan. 1, by City Council Resolution adopted 
Nov, 28, covering 58 of the proposed 102 different 
service categories recommended for increases. 

Of these, 20 currently offered at no charge 
were set at minimums from $2 to $250 per unit of 
service. 

A number of the most extensive, costly — and 
controversial — increases were postponed for later 
review, but among items recommended by the 
Management Services Institute (MSI) fee increase 
report, undertaken at council request and already 
implemented or slated for the New Year’s increase, 
were increases ranging from five cents for overdue 
library books to $250 for Single Day Movie Pro¬ 
duction Security Permit, with an average increase of 
$28 per unit of service. 

Among other large increases. Community De¬ 
velopment Services include basic increases of $125 
for a Tentative Subdivision Map Review and $190 
for a Review of Project Extension. Street & Curb 
Cut Inspection was increased in a range of $35 to 
over $2(X). 

In 13 categories where the city is currently making 
a profit on their charges, the fees were retained 
or increased. Another 10 showed “losses” or less 
than $10, but few were set at $10 minimums, 
resulting in future profits, despite one of the basic 
premises of the fee increases which was to enable 
the city to retrieve its costs, not to make a profit. 
Current profits range from $1.45 to $129 per unit 
of service. 

Twenty-two categories are set for review in 
July, 1990, Including nine under Community Devel¬ 
opment Services, four under Public Safety, five 
under Utility Service (water, refuse and sewer), 
and four under Administrative Services. 

MSI has recommended increases for these cate¬ 
gories ranging from $7 to over $500 per unit. Street 
maintenance and reconstruction fees were recom¬ 
mended to bring in an additional $4144 per mile 
of right of way, and this will be considered also 
in July of 1990. 

An additional seven were also postponed for 
further review, including Response to False Alarm, 
which a suggested increase from zero to $150, 
$200 and $250 for first, second and third responses; 
Animal Control and Recovery, with increases 
ranging from zero to $25; Driving Under the Influ¬ 
ence, from a current charge of zero to $200, and 
Hazard Material Inspection Permit, with a suggested 
increase from zero to $330. 

Among questions concerning the fee proposals 
is the fact that a number of major increases are for 
services provided to all or a vast majority of resi-

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As homes get larger, council considers 
amending lot coverage requirements

Because of the in¬ 
crease in the size of 
dwellings being built in 
Arcadia and because a 
recent survey of 13 lo¬ 
cal cities indicates 
that Arcadia currently 
allows the greatest per¬ 
centage of lot coverage, 
the City Council is 
considering a text amend¬ 
ment to change the maxi¬ 
mum lot coverage re¬ 
quirements on new and 
remodeling projects. 

At its meeting on 
Tuesday, the City 
Council conducted a 
public hearing on a pro¬ 
posal which would re¬ 
duce the lot coverage 
allowance from 4S 
percent of the total lot 
area to between 35 and 
20 percent, depending on 
lot size. 

City staff conducted 
a survey of surround¬ 


ing communities regard¬ 
ing limitation on lot 
coverage. The study 
indicated that these 
cities allowed build¬ 
ing pads on 22-40 per¬ 
cent of lot areas. In 
San Marino different 
maximum percentages 
of lot coverage are 
allowed for various zones. 
The Arcadia Planning 
Department felt 
Arcadia’s limita¬ 
tions should be based on 
lot size rather than 
the zoning designation. 

Arcadia’s existing 
45 percent lot coverage 
limitation was adopted 
when most of the new 
homes were single story 
in height and the two 
story homes were much 
smaller in total floor 
area than those built 
recently, according to a 
report prepared by Donna 


Butler, Arcadia senior 
planner. The report also 
indicates that the front, 
side and rear yard 
open spaces which re¬ 
mained around the 
dwellings seemed 
appropriate in relation 
to the building’s height 
and bulk. This open space 
provided a buffer bet¬ 
ween the dwellings on 
adjoining properties. 

Recently a different 
style of residential de¬ 
velopment has been seen 
in the city. Houses are 
often two stories in 
height and much 
larger in total square 
footage. The yard areas 
on many of these new 
projects seem dwarfed 
by the immense size of 
the new homes, the rep- 
port continues. 

As of Dec. 1, 
there were 55 proposed 


new single family 
homes which were sub¬ 
mitted to the building 
division for plan 
check. The average square 
footage of these homes, 
including garage, is 
5261 square feet. This 
is 635 feet larger 
than the average homes 
proposed a year ago, 
adds Butler. 

She indicates that the 
new proposal would re¬ 
sult in homes that are 
more in proportion with 
lot sizes. 

Following this week’s 
public hearing on the 
issue, the amend¬ 
ment will probably be an 
agenda item at the first 
council meeting in Jan¬ 
uary and two weeks later 
it could be adopted, be¬ 
coming effective one 
month later.

I saw Marsha Wong, 
very pretty with excel¬ 
lent technique. Three 
boys play the Nutcracker- 
turned-Prince. Christo¬ 
pher Tindall is not only 
attractive but has 
the style to carry it off. 
Other standouts in a well- 
trained cast are Khristo- 
ffer Mores and his four 
little acolytes in 


the Chinese Dance and 
Bae (is that right?) Cole 
as a warm and gracious 
soloist in the Merlitons. 
Of course, everybody 
loves the lively Rus¬ 
sians, Don Sparks, .Mar- 
ek Stempian and Christo¬ 
pher Vuong, and Dan 
Jones as the ultimate live 
version of Mother Gin¬ 
ger, or as named here. 
Mother Buffoon, whose 
costume is a triumph 
of necessity that still 
leaves him free to join 
the dancing. 

In a way, it’s too 
bad to single out people 
because the professional 
polish of the whole is 
so dependent on the 
concentration o I 
the oldest to the young¬ 
est, and they come 
through with flying 
colors. 

The role of the Su¬ 
gar Plum fairy and her 
Cavalier are the 


most technically diffi¬ 
cult and are usually per¬ 
formed by guest artists. 
This year it is Ann 
Marie DeAngelo, who 
left the Joffrey to tour 
and choreograph her 
own works. The charm 
and grace with which 
she performs the stylized 
acting of classical ballet 
is a model for the young¬ 
er performers, and 
David Roxander, 
better known for his 
character roles, can act 
the part of gallant princes 
equally well.

dents. Another basic premise of the proposals was 
that fees, as opposed to taxes, should be charged 
to underwrite those services which benefit some 
residents, but not others, and that taxes, which all 
residents and property owners pay, should be used 
for services benefiting all equally. 

Instead, the proposals include increases in water 
rates, sewer maintenance fees, street maintenance, 
street lights, landscaping and trees, parking lot 
maintenance, street sweeping and refuse collection. 

Of these, five will entail formation of assess¬ 
ment districts, which require a vote of all those con¬ 
sidered as affected by the proposed increases. They 
include Operation of Street Lights, Maintenance of 
Street Landscaping and Lights, Maintenance of 
Street Trees, Street Sweeping, and Parking Lot 
Maintenance. The others can be increased by coun¬ 
cil action without a vote of the people. 

Two not requiring a vote — the controversial 
one-third incremental increase suggested for water 
rates, and 1000 percent incremental increase in 
sewer fees — were postponed, together with an in¬ 
crease in city charges for refuse collection above 
and beyond contract changes. 

Aside from the fee increases postponed for later 
review or assessment district vote, a total of eight 
were not increased at this time. Two of those 
already are showing a profit and three are con¬ 
trolled by other jurisdictional agencies. 

Among additional questions of the fee increases 
is the fact that property taxes, which currently sup¬ 
port all or portions of the services, are deductible 
from federal income taxes, while fees are not.

He was there again this year, and I felt 
compelled to stop. 1 parked my car, and as 1 
approached him he pulled the cooler closer. Be¬ 
fore 1 could say anything he responded, “Good. 
Last year no one stopped. What a shame,” and 
he shook his head. 

Then brightly he said, “Guess you wanna 
know what’s in here?” He peered at me and got 
that (You’re not going to believe it) look. 
“All right, it’s a snowflake. From the Pole. 
North that is. You want to see it? Well, 
I made a promise that it would remain in this 
here cooler until one minute before midnight, 
Christmas eve. It’s yours,” and he handed me 
the cooler.
